| despise thee,” 

I will also give the Syriac ver- 
sion on this, 

“These things speak thou, 
and exhort, and inculcate, with 


all authority; and let no one 
despise thee.” 


Paul wrote this epistle to Ti- 


tus while he dwelt on the is- 
land of Crete. It was sent by 
the hands of Zenas and Apollos. 
in this letter he gave many im- 
portant instructions to Titus, al- 
so many that he should give to 
the Church at Crete. He ad- 
vised that Titus ordain elders in 


every city and set in order any | 


work that Paul himself had 
left undone. He also advised 
that the young state overseer 
(provincial overseer) should in- 
struct the old men of the 
church to be sober, also that the 
old women behave as becometh 
women professing holiness and 
that they teach the young wo- 
men to-be good housekeepers, 
also that they should love their 
husbands and children. He was 
‘also to exhort the young men to 
be sober. In fact Paul required 
Titus to speak the things which 
become sound doctrine. Now he 
states in the text, “These things 
speak.” Titus was the author- 
ized minister on the island and 


2 _he had aright to speak, he 


must speak, Paul the General 
overseer required it, the General 

Assembly back of him required 
| it, but most of all the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost required it. 
Paul said that he should do_ it 
with all authority. Why should 
he be so bold? This is the rea- 
sen, 

Redundancy of Words 

The entire Church of God was 
back of him also all heaven was 
back of him. 

Now in his speaking or min- 
istry he must INCULCATE. This 
means to instill, infuse, ingraft. 
He meant that Titus must 
preach, live and act before them, 
that his very words would be in- 
fsed and instilled within them 
to the extent that the people 
could see the effect or results, 


like an ingraft which becomes | 
a part of the tree, Titus’ words | 
and life would become a _ part 
of them. 
While Paul was very anxious 
that Titus be such a minister as 
this, but in order that he be such 
that his words and life be incul- 
cated Paul realizes that he must 
give Titus more advice, and he 
added “Let no man despise 
thee.” 
I believe this last expression 
.to-be the more important. It is 
often the case that a minister 
goes on the field, he is glib in 
speech, he carries himself in a 
| neat manner, the Spirit is with 
‘him, but he has formed a habit, 
| he has a “yaw” at the end of 
|every sentence, or he says, 
| “thank God or praise the Lord” 








;at every four or five words 


| whether it fits or not, like this, ' 


“My wife died thank God, and |

fied by faith and that is not the 
evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. 

They tell us that it can’t be 
found in the Bible that those 
who receive the Holy Ghost will 
speak with other tongues. But 
we notice in Acts 2:4 “they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost 
and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” In the 17th verse 
of the same chapter tells us that 
“It shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith the Lord.” 

Also Acts 2:11. Cretes and 
Arabians said, “this is the won- 
derful works of God.” Look in 
Acts 19:2 where Paul asks cer- 
tain disciples “Have you re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed?” They had not even 
heard any thing about the Holy 
Ghost. We notice that they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and spoke 
in other tongues. In Acts 10 
there was a man named Cornel- 
ius who received the Holy Ghost 
and spoke in other tongues. 
Now we know that there are 
lots of Infidels in the world but 


_ we want this one to tell us when 


God stopped people from talking 
in tongues when they received 
the Holy Ghost? This man al- 
so tells us that this doctrine is 
without foundation and is from 
the bottomless pit, and is fore- 
said by Satanic powers. 

Now Matt. 12:25 tells us that 
a house divided against itself 
cannot stand. We know that if 
speaking in tongues was of sz- 
tanic powers that his kingdom 
would soon fall, for the devil 
and all his followers fight harder 
against people speaking in 
tongues than any other part of 
God’s Word.

tongue. We notice that he said 
that he could not sce, well I 
agree with him on that part for 
he is the blindest writer I ever 
read after, and I guess he can’t 
see. Let us read Mark 16:17, 
“And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; in my name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues.” 

I notice that he was careful 
not to mention that part of the 
Bible. Tongues means more 
than one language, and is one 
of the distinguishing gifts of 
God to man and is to be prized 
and used in a manner worthy 
of it’s priceless value for the 
glory of God. Now let me call 
your attention to 1 Cor. 14:39, 
“Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to 
speak with tongues.” But we 
find that this man has forbidden 
it. Now which one is right, 
this man or our old Brother 
Paul? Dear reader, I will leave 
this for you to decide. 1 Cor. 
14:38, “But if any man be ig- 
norant let him be ignorant.” So 
I guess some people will have to 
stay in the state of ignorance. 
Acts 17:30 “and the times of 
this ignorance God winked at; 
but now commandeth all men 
everywhere to repent:” 

Maybe if some men would re- 
pent they would quit fighting 
against God. Read 1 Cor. 14:2. 
“For he that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not un- 
to men, but unto God.” So if 
we fight against speaking in an 
unknown tongue we are not 
fighting against men,but against 
God. This man seems to think 
that speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance is 
connected with the confusion 
of tongues at the building of the 
Tower of Babel. We find this to 
be some ignorance. The  mir- 
acle performed at Jerusalem on 
the Day of Pentecost was the 
reverse of that at Babel. Acts 
2:1-18 illustrated the tendency 
of the Gospel to introduce peace 
and harmony where sin had 
brought discord, to reunite all 
the tribes of mankind in one 
great brotherhood, and not to 
confuse the people as it was at 
the Tower of Babel, as this man 
thinks. 


Now, this surely is clear 


that any man _ that 
wants to see has no excuse for 
not seeing. Luke 6:39. “And he 
spake a parable unto them, gan 
the blind lead the blind? shall 
into the 
ditch?” There is where so many 
people get into Heresy by letting 
blind folks lead them and not 
reading the Bible for them- 
| Selves. So I hope that these
